2. Citations and explanations : 

Claims 1-50 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method of 
identifying agents that increase Foxa-2 expression a method of using said agent. 

Wolfrum et al. fail to teach the methods claimed. Wolfrm et al. disclose that insulin inhibits Foxa-2 expression. Weidenfeld et al. 
teach that Foxa-2 is involved in the regulation of the WNT7b promoter, yet fails to teach the method claimed. 

Claims 1-50 the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can be 
made or used in industry.
